It appeared that Mf. Shrewsbury retired 
through the fields to the sea side, and next 
morning, receiving information from various 
quarters, that if he remained on the Island 
he would certainly be hanged by the infu- 
riated multitude, he’ got on board a small 
vessel, and with his wife arrived at St. Vin- 
cent’s. His wife was confined immediately 
on her landing. As some imputation, how- 
ever unfounded, had’ been thrown upon the 
conduct and character of Mr. Shtewsbury, 
he (Mr. Buxton) would here mention the 
effect produced upon Mr. Shrewsbury’s 
ell-reguiated mind by the sufferings he 
had experienced, and that effect was évi- 
denced by a letter which he wrote just af- 
ter the event. . Nothing could be more na- 
ural than that his passions should be rous- 
ed, that he shotld be even exasperated at 
the conduct of his enemies. It might be 
expected that he should feel strongly, and 
some expression of that feeling could easily 
be justified. But the temper of Mr. Shrews- 
bury, on this tryifig occasion, deserved the 
highest praise: He (Mr. Buxton) had ne- 
ver read a letter’ which deserved higher 
praise than that which he wrrote ; it did not 
gntain even a complaint--net an exposition in 
the slightest degree inflammiatory—but it in- 
culcated peace, obedience, and a willing for- 
giveness. The letter was as follows:

The planters established bodies of com’ 
missioners, consisting of eight and twelve, 
whom they sent to the neighbouring Islaueis, 
for the purpose of stirring up similar feel 
ings. Upon the arrival of these persons at 
Uobago, the Governor gave them an hour 
to depart; the Governor of Trinidad al- 
lowed them five minutes ;—their reception 
at Vortola was still more inhospitable, as 
the Governor sent a body of troops to take 
them into custody. From a eémsideration 
of these facts, and froin reflecting upon the 
nature of the outrage, for the perpetration 
of which no individual was punished or tri- 
ed, one wouid be led to suppose that time 
would appease the anger of these parties. 
Chis was not the case—for after the lapse 
of a year, the same spirit existed, and these 
individuals wished to celebrate the 19th ot 
Uctober, the day upon which they destroy- 
ed the chapel, by pulling down the house 
of at old woman who was a Methodist.

When net 
yeached the land here, they were reduce 
to mere skeletons, and were unable to 
stand ; but every possible kind attention was 
shown them, both by the apener: 
her natives, and they soon recov 

their strength and health. When we ask- 
ed them if they did not despair of reaching 
any land, after being so long at sea, — 
replied, “ O no; we prayed to God.” When 
they came, many of the people einer, 
between two opinions; but their arriv 
was the means of deciding in favour of the 
Gospel the whole of those who remained 
idolaters. ‘hus God made this supposed 
calamity the means of the furtherance of 
the Gospel. While we remained off the 
shores of this jsland, many of the natives 
came off tous in their canoes, and behaved 
in a most becoming manner, Two or three 
whalers had touched here within a few 
months of our arrival, the captains of which 
pad lett written testimonials, speaking most 
highly in their favour. There we landed 
the two teachers, with their wives, wao 
were intended foi Mitiaro and Mautn. All 
these persons appeared well suited to the 
work to which they had been chosen, both 
by thcir piety and general intelligence. 


RAROTONGA. 


On the 18th we left Atui, and stood for 
the island of Rarotonga, (or Rorotoa,) which 
we reached next morning. On approach- 
ing the shores, the teachers who vad been 

Jaced here, accompanied by some of the 
principal chiefs, came off in their canoes, 
and came on board and informed us that a 
principal part of the people had embraced 
the Gospel with all the head chiels; but 
that some still remained attached to tueir 
idols ; however; they were expected to re- 
geive the trath soon. The Christians were 
erecting a chapel six Aundred feet in length ' 
and it was nearly half finished when we 
saw it. The people have also behaved 
in the most respectful and becoming manb- 
ner during our stay, and all expressed 
the greatest joy at seeing us Indeed 
the change which has been operated in 
so short a time, is almost beyond credi- 
bility, and requires nothing less than occu- 
lar demonstration to ensure entire belict. 
But a twelvemonth before our arrival, all 
these islanders were in the state in which 
we saw the Mangeeans—savages! But 
now, gentic, honest, and well-behaved, 
bn ete tka. Seber, withthe greatest 


as in the Tahitian islands, making rapid 


progress in the arts of civilized life.

are all of the same family and colaur as

these islands are populous, but it was quite 


mpossible to form any idea of the number 


abitants on each; but on Man- 


gceta, Atui, and Rarotonga, there are, we 
think, not fewer then 4,000 souls. The 


two former are comparauvely low, though 
islands of natural formation, abounding with 
the fruits of these climates, but difficult of 
access, from the rocks which extend along 
their shores, and which render it difficult at 
all times, and often impossible, to land. 
Uhey were all in perfect peace, and have 
had no wars since the reception of the Gos- 
pel. What has God wrought! “These na- 
tions have been born as ina day, and may 
tow be ranked among the trophies of the 
Redeemer.

MADAGASCAR.

COLOMBO. 


The following extract of a letter from the 
Rev. Mr. Chater, one of the English Bap- 
tist missionaries at Colombo, on the island 
of Ceylon, contains some vety gratifying 
particulars of a revival at that station. 
The letter is dated Colombo, October 4, 
1825. 

“T have; I ami happy to,.say, on the pre- 
sent Occasien, some information to send you 
concerning this mission, that I have no 
doubt will be welcome. On the first Sab- 
path of last month, our little church receiv- 
ed an increase of eight members, one by re- 
storution, and seven by baptism. One of 
the new members is a Singhalesé fetnale, 
the wife of my servant, who was baptized 
about turee years ago. Her mind has been 
long under serious impressious, and I can- 
not but look upon her as one who has expe 

rienced that blessed change, without which 
no one can see the kingdom of God, The 
poor man who, as I informed you, predict- 
ed so much success to my labours, was 
another of the persons baptized. I have 
learned lately that he has long had proper 
views of the ordinance, and wished to join 
us; bug when he spoke to me on the sub- 
ject I misunderstood his meaning. He is 
of Dutch extraction. I believe there was 
scarcely a dry eye in the place when he re- 
lated his experience. The next I have to 
mention is the Dalloogama schoolmaster. 
He was formerly a Boochist priest in the 
Kandyan country. There is much in him 
that reminds me of our brother Theophilus;

RELIGION IN CEYLON. 

At the anniversary meeting of the Wes- 
teyan Auxiliary Missionary Society for the 
London District, the Rev. Mr. Fox, late 


missionary at Ceylon, made the following 
statements : 


“The successes of missionary labour are 
so clear ard manifest, that all must witness 
them ; and they are a pledge that Heaven 
wil! fulfil all its gracious purposes, and 
cause the kingdom of God to be extended 
through all the nations of the earth. Much 
has been said of the moral degradation of 
the heathen, and much might yet be said, 
and the world still not know the half. The 
misery of the heathen is not capable of be- 
ing described in the English language ; it 
has no words to express those ideas which 
an Englishman feels when he places him- 
self in a heathen nation. It shall be my bu- 
siness to state a few facts, which may give 
an idea to this meeting, that the persons to 
whom you direct your efforts, stand in need 
of the help you offer them, and that the suc- 
cess with which God has favoured the labours 
of his servants, gives full evidence that he 
is bringing on the latter day glory, My 
knowledge is chiefly confined to three de- 
scription’ of persons who are living without 
(God in the world, the Hindoos, the Bud- 
hists, and the Mahometans;, and after all 
that has been said of,the last, that they 
worship the true God, I can say their know- 
edge of the true God is very dark, and in 
their moral condition they are httle above 
the lowest of the heathen. As to the Bud- 
hists, I could point out villa

and when the inhabitants of the latter come 
to Ceyton; they speak a language that does 
not differ, materially from the Cingalese, 
and is leatned in a few weeks. Phe man- 
ners dnd customs of the people seem to be 
the same, and so is their religion : and as for 
local situation, we can visit the shores 
of thie Burmese attoss the bay in absut thir- 
ty-six honrs, or two days at most. When 
tne Gospel is placed on an elevated candle- 
stick there, its light will shine from the 
Burmese empire to that part of China 
which lie$ upon its frontiers and which is 
most likely to receive Christianity, being 
least user the control of the emperor, ; As 
to Ceylon, J would finally observe, that of 
all who have cast away their fiaganism, we 
have not yet heard that one was ever known 
afterwards to return to idolatry.”

It was his happiness, in conjunction 
with the late Mr: Bethune, and Mr. Lord, 
to call the meeting for the formation of the 
New-York Sunday Schooi Union, whicn 
also held its anniversary on this day. He re- 
collected the opposition which the project 
met with, and some said that such a Society 
was not required. In company with some 
friends, we explored that city for two years ; 
we went into every garret and everv ceilar, 
wherever we found a poor family ; within 
one year we counted 6,000 scholars, and 
can now count 10,000 in the city aloe. In 
New-York, the change, as to the young who 
infested the streets, was seen in six months, 
and was visible to these who did not sup- 
port the system. The children were 
collected together by kind persuasion ; 
they went to the Sunday school, and re- 
mained till they grew up. ‘The state of

NEW-HAMPSHIRE STATE PRISON, 


The following remarks on the presetit 
condition of the State Prison, were made by 
Mr. Goodall, at the recent session of the 
Legislature.of New-Hampshire; on a pro- 
position before that body te increase the 
salary of the Warden, (Mr. Pillsbury,) un- 
der whose excellent management the prison 
has become a house of reform. Before Mr. 
P.’s administration, the prison was a con- 
stant expense to the State; but, by his ju- 
dicious arrangements, it has now become a 
source of revenue, 


“Go to the prison—see the order pre- 
served there. Is it the hour of labour? 
you see no one idle—you hea ne one prat- 
ing—decorum, industry and regularity are 
all you see? Is it the hour of prayer ?. yuu 
see no one Jounging about the yard ; no plot- 
ting ; ho rudeness ; ail is decency and order. 
Is it the time for meals? ‘Vhey go in si- 
lence to their homely, but wholesome fare ; 
they eat in silence, and in silence return to 
their labour. Go to their cells, It is not 
the offensive smell of a prison that meets 
you at the door, but the white-washed wall, 
the clean stone floor, and the pure atmo- 
sphere is around you; The Bible and 
Psalm book are there too, and the only 
books you see. Here are no games of 
chance—no midnight revels—no allurements 
to vice; and the livesof several, who have 
left the prison, afford a pleasing hope, that 
in its solitary cells they have reflected and 
reformed.”

THE D4FFICULTIES 


The “A ulties of Infidelity have appear- 

ed to inffease in number and magnitud: , 
with every effort to remove them. “Phx 
enemies of Christianity in every age, from 
the Scribes and Pharisees of old, down ¢ 
the renowned: author of “ Revelation [s 
sealed,” have ever found it impossibic 
deny its truth, without renouncing all thos: 
species of evidence by which men are chicf- 
ly influenced in the ordinary concerns ot 
Jife. This truth is unanswerably evinced i: 
a little work lately published on the diffi 
culties of Infidelity. It is from the pen of 
George Stanley Faber, the author of tw 
valuable Dissertations on the Prophecies, 
and was written as a competitory treatis 
on the proposition, “ Thut there is more cre 
dulity in the disbelief of Christianity than in 
the belief of it. Vins proposition was sug- 
gested by the Bishop of St. David’s, and 
was adopted by the Church Union Socict) 
of that Diocess, as the subject of their Es- 
say for 1823. The premium was adjudge:| 
tothe Treatise under consideration, of whicn 
‘we propose to give a brief analysis, 
Mr, Faber’s argument is with the deist : 
who, as he supposes, must offer some one, 
or all of the following teasons for his infi- 
delity. 

1. A revelation from heaven is impossi- 
ble ¢ or, 

2. Such a revelation is so utterly impro- 

.bable, that it beggars all credulity : or, 

3. No system ciaiming to be a revelation 
from heaven, is supported by such evidence 
as to claim our reasonable assent: or, 

4. Toevery system claiming this char- 
acter, there are objections and difficulties, 
which cannot be answered and removed: 
or, 

5. As there are several systems, which 
claim our belief as divine revelations, to the 
exclusion of every other, the presumption is, 
that they. are all fabrications : or, ‘ 

6. Haman reason i8'4 suMviem guide, and 
supersedes the necessit y of a revelation from 
heaven. . 

The first section of the book is devoted 
to the discussion of these several groands of 
infidelity. Mr. Faber proves that the first 
is a denial of the omnipotence of God, and 
lands the deist in atheism. To the second, 
he says, on the principles of the deist him- 
self, dn all-wise Creator has placed ration- 
al beings in this warld for sone wise pur- 
pose; andthen presses the question whe- 
ther it 1s Most probable that such a purpose 
would be answered by communicating, or 

withholding instruction 2. ‘Ihe commu- 
Dication of justruction would, of course, be a 
revelation from héiven.

hold fast that which is good. “The sixth po- 
sition is also assumed by Volney, after” he 
has taken for granted the falsehood of all 
religions. /l/, says he, is quite clear and 
certain by the light of nature alonés. we 
want no revelation to illuminate our fire- 
tended darkness. Others, however, have 
not found the light of nature quite so bright 
and clear. Socrates, as wise and honest a 
man as Volney, says, we can never attain to 
certain knowledge, save ‘by a revelation 

rom Him who careth for us. The sufficien- 
cy of the light of nature, 15 therefore, at 
best, a disputed point. 

The second section of this work is oteu- 
vied with the difficulties of deism, respect- 
ing the unity and attributes of the Deity. 
As his very title implies, the cecist believes 
there is one God, the Creator and Modera- 
tor of all things. The evidences of design, 
every where visible in the frame of the uni- 
verse, prove that it had a Creator ; just as 
evident design in a watch, proves that the 
watch had a maker. On this subject, see a 
ereat variety of interesting facts in Paley’s 
“ Natural Theology.” But evident design 
in the frame of the universe does not prove 
that it had not many creators, any more 
than design in any piece of mechanism 
proves that the whole was designed and 
made by a single individual. ‘The deist 
cannot, therefore, lay the very foundation 
of his system, withoat the aid of revelation. 
Neither can he prove the frerfect justice, the 
mercy, or the goodness of God. Virtue is 
not uniformly rewarded, and vice punished, 
in this life ; and the deist has no proof of a 
future. state of rewards and punishments. 
And being left in the dark as to the unity 
and moral attributes of God, he cannot tell 
what service will be acceptable to Him. 
Hence he is reduced to this absurdity. A 
God of great wisdom and power, as is mani- 
fest from the material universe, has placed 
rational beings in such a situation that they 


their reason on the most important and mo- 
mentous of all subjects. 

In the third section, our author considers 
the difficulties attendant upon deistical infi- 
delity in regard to matters of fact. Asa 
specimen of this mode of reasoning, he se- 
lects the fact of a universal deluge. The 
proofs of this fact are partly historical, part- 
ly physiological, and partly moral. he 
fact is directly asserted, and many ot its cir- 
cumstances described by Moses. Nor is

in Africa, in Europe, and in America, the 
story of a universal deluge is known, and 
related with a wonderful uniformity in its 

‘etails. Many of these nations evidently 
received it, not from the Jews, but from in- 
dependent tradition. Itis remarkable too, 
that the facts it embraces are embodied in 
the mythology and religion of every people. 
The language of nature also perfectly 
grees with universal historica) tradition. 
Here Mr. Faber records a number of in- 
teresting facts, from which the best physio- 
logists, as Cuvier, De Luc, Dolomieu, and 
Parkinson, have come to the conclusion that 
the surface of our globe has been subjected 
to a great and sudden revolution from the 
gency of water, the epoch of which canjot 
‘e dated, much farther back than five or 
six thousand years. For these facts, the 
reader is refered to the Treatise itself. The 
inoral argument for the delugé’ is founded 
on the progress of civilization; whose matu- 
ral tendency is to increase gnd extgnd.— 
Universal history also testifies, that at no 
very distant period, all was barbarism, ex- 
cept in the regions around the spot where 
the ark is said to have rested. Having es- 
tablished the fact of a universal deluge, 
Mr. Faber argues from it a divine revela- 
tion. According to history and tradition, 
the progenitors of the present race of men 
and animals were preserved in a ship. 
Whence did the builder derive that pre- 
science, by which he foresaw, and provided 
against the approaching deluge? To this 
question the deist can give no rational an- 
swer. 
The fourth section is devoted to the dif- 
ficulties which deism has to encounter, in re- 
lation to accomplished prophecy. The pre- 
diction selected by our author, is that of 
Moses respecting the future fortunes and 
destinies of the Jews, recorded im the 28th 
and 29th chapters of Deuteronomy, . This 

prediction was uttered fifteen centuries be- 
fore it began to be accomplished: when the 

ews were ca the eve of victoriously taking 
possession of Palestine. It is defyered in4 
terms, plain, simple, and intelligible to the 
meanest intellect, It consists of seventeen 
jarticulars, most of which have, if thereis 
any truth in history, been, accurately fulfil- 
led, and the others are now fulfilling before 
our eyes. This prophecy is compared with 
historical facts, and contrasted witli» the pre- 
tended prediction of Seneca respecting the 
discovery of America. To believe its ful- 
filment the result of human foresight or 
lucky accident, argues a greater degree of 
credulity, than to believe that Moses “ spake 
as he was moved by the Holy Ghost.”

reatise comprises 270 12mo pages; and is 
worthy of the attention of Christians, as 
well as of Infidels, Deism always yields on 
a careful investigation of the claims of 
Christianity; and many Christians are 
unacquainted with the broad and solid basis 
on whieh thcir religion rests.

He then 
gave directions concernirg his funeral ; that 
it should be plain, and not attended with 
pomp and cost, by giving away a number of 
costly mourning scarfs, &c.; that nothing 
should be expended but what was agreeable 
to the dictates of Christian decency ; and 
the difference between the sum expended 
on this and a more modish funeral, should 
be given to the poor out of huis estate. 

In his sickness he said but very little, but 
was an admirable instance of patience and 
resignation to the last. Just at the close of 
life, some persons standing by, and expect- 


ing Wat he would breathe his last in a few 


minutes, were lamenting his death, not only 
as a great frown on the College, * but as 
having a dark aspect on the interest of re- 
ligion in general, not Imagining that he 
heard, or éver would speak again: to their 
surprise, however, he said, * lrust in God, 
and ye need not fear.’ Lhese were his last 
words. What could have been more suit- 
able to the occasion! and’ what need of 
more! There isin them as much matter of 
instruction and support as if he had written 
avolume. ‘hus, he had the uninterrupted 
use of his reason to the last, and died with 
as much caltiness and composure, to all ap- 
pearatice, as nf he had been only going to 
sleep; the physician who constantly at- 
tended him, has the following words in his 
letter, by which ke communicated to Mrs. 
Edwards the mournful intelligence: * Ne- 
ver did any mortal man more fully and 
clearly evidence the sincerity of his profes- 
sions, by one contunued, universal caim, 
cheerful resignation, and patient suljinission 
to the divine will, through every stage of 
his disease, than he. Not so much as one 
discontented expression, nor the least ap- 
pearance of murmuring through-the whole ! 
And never did any person expire with more 
pertect freedom from pain; not so much as 
one distortion, but in the must proper sense 
of the words, he really fell asleep.”
